Moutreal Quo.. Juno 10. — Tin* spring season of 
racing at Blue Bonnets came to a close with the 
running of today's program. The Montreal Jockey 
Club provided a card of eight races, two of which 
were steeplechases and two of the others handicaps 
on the flat. Despite dark clouds which hovered over 
the course, a brilliant assemblage turned out, the 
attendance living the largest of the meeting. His 
Excellency Earl Grey attended in state and was 
given an ovation not only by loyal Canadians. but 
by the visiting horsemen as well who have learned 
to admire tiiis Inoad minded and gallant sportsman. 
More enthusiasm was manifested over the racing 
than on any day during the meeting and when Steve 
Lane, owned by the local sportsman. Colin Campbell, 
came from liehind and l»eat Bigot in the Prince of 
Wales Steeplechase the vast throng in the grand- 
stand rose to their feet and made the hills of 
Mount Royal echo with applause. The Prince of 
Wales Steeplechase was over the long course. Steve 
Lane was the extreme outsider in the betting and 
in the early stages was a distant trailer. Not until 
the last quarter mile did he loom as a faetor, but 
at the finish he closed with a sparkling burst of 
speed and beat the tiring Bigot and The Welkin. 
The Welkin bled during the running and was eased 
up.

The colors of R. T. Wilson were borne to victory 
for the first time in a steeplechase when Brushbroom 
won the third race. 

Olsen, an apprentice under contract to Hugh 
Penny, showed good form today. He rode the win- 
ners in the last two races and his finish on Carrlllon 
was an excellent bit of riding.

in its long history never bad a greater day nor a 
greater crowd for the opening of a spring meeting 
than was today and its suj»erb gathering at the 
magnificent racing ground across the river in tin* 
green covered hills of Kenton County, Kentucky. 
Cor some of ll»e tlyuisands who packed the stand 
and the clubhouse, ‘swarmed the lietting ring and 
the paddock, or spread themselves over the grassy 
sward in front of the stand and beside the club- 
house. or found their way to the shade tiencatli the 
trees of the infield t lie weather may have lioen too 
hot. but for racing it was ideal. The crowd was 
made up of representative people from Ohio, Ken 
lucky and Indiana principally, tint nuinliered in t lie 
vast throng there were others from distant points. 
It was a crowd vastly different in character from 
many that gathered at “Fair Latonia” on the Derby 
days of a comparatively recent period. It was more 
like the crowds of tin* eighties, when the track was 
new and when people went to the races for the sport 
tliev extracted from them. It was a crowd that 
stands as a testimonial to the return of the thor- 
oughbred and the racing lie makes to the hearts of 
the people under the assurance that integrity is t lie 
watchword of the track management and that the 
commercial side of it only lias a secondary place. 
In a word it was a day to gladden the hearts of all 
who live by racing and of all who wish well for the 
sport and its attendant industries. 

Now as to the racing. It was as good as the best 
ever seen anywhere. The feature of the card was, 
of course, the twenty-ninth running of the Latonia 
Derby, with a guaranteed cash value of $5. otto, of 
which the winner's portion was $3,550, the second’s 
shave $750. the third $350 and tin* fourth $175. The 
withdrawal of \Y. <5.

GITTINS BILLS ON CALENDAR OF SENATE.

Albany. N. Y.. June 10.--Tlie Codes Committe© 

has rep o r te d for the consideration of the Senate the 
two bills introduced by Senator Gittins. which racing 
interests in this state say must be enacted into law 
if the race tracks are to be opened this year. These 
two bills define bookmaking and release directors of 
racing associations from criminal liability for gam- 
bling on the tracks where they have no knowledge 
that gambling is carried on. Bookraaking is de- 
fined as “accepting wagers and bets fn>rn all comers 
aud the public.” 

A legislative committee can report a bill in three 
different ways — favorably, adversely or for con- 
sideration. When a Dill is reported for considera- 
tion it means that the committee takes no position 
on the bill one way or the other, which permits the 
members of the committee to vote as they please on 
a bill when it conies up in open Seuate. The re 
Parting of these hills for the consideration of the 
Senate gives them the same place on the general 
orders calendar as though they had lioen reported 
favorably by the committee. The members of the 
committee are Senators Stilwell of New York, Bavne 
of Richmond. Loomis of Erie, Gittins of Niagara. 
Black of Kings, Pollock and Griffin of New York. 
Democrats, and Hiiiman of Broome and Cobb of 
Jefferson, Republicans.

AN EPSOM TIME RECORD BROKEN. 

The world-famous Epsom course is peculiarly fa- 
vorable to fast horses, one result being that it holds 
the records at sprinting distances among English 
tracks. At the recent meeting there a new record 
for five furlongs was made when the Ainphion horse. 
I >*v linger. with 123 pounds up. covered the distance 
in 55; seconds. This displaced the record <if 56* 
seconds previously held jointly by Master Willie, 
Blue Diamond. I.e Buff and Merida, and is 2£ sec- 
onds faster Ilian the American record of 5X seconds 
made by Tern’s Trick. Master Willie is still tin* 
holder of tin* English record at three quarters of a 
mile, his 1:07} at Epsom June 6. 1901. with 122 
pounds tip. Ijeing far faster than any record for tin* 
distance in this country. Levanger’s record was 
made M.iy ho. and on the same day J. B. Joel's 
four year old. Sunspot, carrying 12o pounds, won at 
sown eighths of a mile in 1:20?. equaling the record 
previously held jointly by Var and Royal River. 



CLARENCE MACKAY WINS POINT IN SUIT. 

Lexington. Ky., June 10. — Clarence H. Mackay, 
the noted New York financier, breeder and turfman, 
who maintains a stud of thoroughbreds iu Kentucky 
and another in France, and whose colors have been 
i carried on both sides of the Atlantic, has scored 
the first tally in a legal battle that was precipitated 
by Rotiert L. Baker, of this city, from whom Mr. 
Mackay least's the famous Kingston Farm near Lex- 
ington. 

When Mr. Mackay took his original lease on King- 
ston Farm October 31. 1905, it was for five years 
at $10,400 per year, with a privilege of renewal for 
five years more ending October 31, 1915. A renewal, 
however, was made in May, 1908, for the remainder 
of ten years, ending October 3L 1915. Last summer 
Mr. Mackay announced bis intention of sending the 
stallion Meddler and a band of ids liest mares to 
France, the idea being, because of the passage of 
repressionary laws in New York, to race the product 
in France and England, or to sell the produce for 
racing in those countries. 

Mr. Baker, fearing that the sending of these 
horses from Kentucky to France might imssibly re- 
sult in some condition that would negative the 
agreement between himself and Mr. Mackay, tiled a 
suit in the Fayette Circuit Court for approximately 
$89,000. virtually all of the sum anticipatory on the 
unexpirod term of the lease and probable expendi- 
tures for improvements on the place, and attached 
the horses that were about to be sent to France. 

Mr. Mackay gave an indemnifying bond for double 
the amount sued for, shipped tin* horses to France, 
had tlie case transferred from the Circuit Court of 
Fayette county to the United States Circuit Court at 
Frankfort, and entered a demurrer to certain portions 
of the petition. Judge A. M. J. Cochran sustained 
tin* demurrer, which had the effect of defeating Mr. 
Baker’s claim to items aggregating $30,400, leaving 
the remainder to be tried later upon doimsitlons that 
sire to be presently taken by the plaintiff and the 
defendant. Judge Cochran’s opinion carries a vein of 
sarcasm anil in effect it is a guarantee to non-resi- 
dents of. Kentucky who have and are maintaining 
breeding establishments in the state that their in- 
crests will 1 m* safeguarded. 

Mr. Baker’s contention now is that Mr. Mackay 
should lie required to give a bond of approximately 
$50,000 as indemnity for the unexpirod term of the 
lease. Mr. Mackay. on the other band, contends 
that the record of his lease in the office of the county 
clerk is sufficient guarantee that he will meet hi’s 
obligations to Mr. Baker and furthermore that he 
lias at Kingston Farm horses and other property of 
more than $50,000 value. The question of whether 
or not Mr. Mackay should give this bond is now to 
1 m* decided by the court. 

Tin* largest sucklings at the St. James Stud are 
two fillies and a colt by Abe Frank that were foaled 
at tlie farm of J. F. Newman near Sweetwater, 
Tex., in January. The fillies are out of Alma 
Gardia and Our Bessie and the colt is from Sain- 
voke. They arc now as large as many yearlings iu 
this section of the country. Their dams have been 
mated with St. Savin. 

Col. Milton Young recently sold to narry Rites, 
of Baltimore, - two good looking thoroughbred year- 
ling colts for a fancy price. The best looking of 
tin* pair is a son of Hamburg and Flying Gold Dust, 
by Ben Brush, she out of Maid of Fortune, by 
ITlnce of Monaco. This colt was bred by E. C. 
C’owdin in the Mapleliurst Stud, but lie was foaled 
as the property of Colonel Young, who bought the 
mare at the winter sail* here in 1909 for $1,250. 
He realized more than double that amount for the 
eolt. The other is the chestnut colt by Ort Wells — |
